PRETORIA,  July  5— The  text  of  a  statement  issued  today 
by  Premier  Botha  follows:  ^■ 

"As  Prime  Minister  of  the  Union  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to 
place  before  the  people  a  state  of  affairs  in  our  Union  of  which 
every  one  should  know.  The  people  must  be  aware  of  the 
state  of  tension  now  prevailing — a  tension  necessarily  follow- 
ing on  the  political  activities  of  various  political  organizations. 
But  other  agencies  have  for  some  time  been  at  work  to  bring 
about  trouble. 

"In  view  of  the  disturbed  political  and  industrial  situation 
of  the  Union,  I  therefore  desire  to  inform  the  people  there  is 
good  reason  for  suspecting  that  enemy  agencies  are  at  work 
in  our  country,  and  that  they  are  stirring  up  strife,  not  only-

among  Europeans,  but  also  among  the  natives,  and  no  means 
or  methods  are  deemed  too  despicable  so  long  as  they  can 
attain  their  object.

of  life.  I  may  state  that  the  Qovern- 
ment  had  Information  pointing  to  the 
existence  of  a  movement  havlnff  for 
Its  object  the  subversion  of  the  con- 
stitution by  methods  of  violence. 

'1  am  convinced  that  Bonth  Africa 
is  no  mora  likely  to  be  Immune  from 
Insidious  attentions  of  the  enemy 
acents  than  a^e  other  Dominions  or 
the  countries  of  the  Allied  or  neutral 
powers.  The  result  of  the  activities 
of  such  instruments  of  the  enemy  have 
from'  time  to  time  become  clearly  ap- 
parent, and  the  circumstances  at- 
tandinc  the  dlstufbances  In  Ireland  In 
1916  presented  several  features  which 
were  to  be  observed  In  the  movement 
on  foot  in  South  Africa-.

them,  and  that  It  is  their  duty  neither 
to  countenanc*  nor  eneouraire.  cTeo  t 
indirectly,  such  attempts  at  mischief. 
'  '1  have  been  gratlfled  to  see  that 
appeals  have  been  made  by  the  lead- 
ers of  political  and  Industrial  organ - 
laatlons  to  their  supporters  to  al>- 
atain  ttom  violence.  These  should  as- 
fist  tha  country  and  the  people  to 
withauad  the  attampU  to  oreate  dis- 
order. 

"As  the  Prima  mnlster  of  the 
Union.

to  ragard  thia  matter  as  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  himself  and  tO  tlM 
country,  to  be  oontlnually  on  his  guard 
ggalnst  this  demon  of  Intrlcue,  and 
io  uae  his  utmost  endeavors  to  cui4> 
the  paasions  of  those  who  think  some- 
thing is  to  be  gained  by  sowing  dis- 
cord or  exciting  strikes. 

"While  the  admlnlatration  of  the 
•■»  country  is  committed  to  my  Oovem- 
ment, it  is  determined  to  taka  all 
aeocsaarr  meaaoraa  to  counteract 
these  Intrigues,  and  I  feeU  confldent 
that  in  this  task  it  will  have  the  sup- 
port of  all  good  cltiaeas.'?

One  thousand  employees  of 
the  town  engineering  department  re- 
fused to  work,  but  returned  to  their 
stations  before  a  display  of  armed 
force.

The  Independent  io- 
cljilists  were  the  only  deputies  to  vote 
tSKtmSK^TlMtr g^^eftient,' '" YNffelSlTaM)* 
retary  von  Kuehlmann  annouaeed 
that  an  exchange  of  notes 
had  taken  place  with  'the  Moscow 
government  regarding  the  occupation 
of  the  Crimea  and  Bebastopol.  From 
tho  fact  that  a  line  of  demarcation 
was  being  drawn,  the  Foreign  Minis- 
ter said,  it  was  evident  that  Germany 
was  aiming  to  settle  all  the  questions 
peacefully. 

Von  Kuehlmann  added  that  anf"In- 
dian  campaign  was  not  part  pt  Ger- 
many's policy." 

Peace  between  Roumania  and  the 
Central  Powers  will  not  be  ratified 
until  the  Autumn  ssyM  Dr.  Edgar  von 
Schmldt-Paall.  the  special  commis- 
sioner In  Roumania.  Roumania  is 
quite  ready,  he  says,  to  ratify  the 
agreement,  but  the  Austrian  Parlia 
ment  does  not  meet  until  August,  and 
there  are  several  polnta  on  which 
there  is  opposition  from  Bulgaria  and 
Turkey,  which  must  be  cleared  up.

WAR  AGAINST  NORWAY 
GROWS  MORE  ACUTE 

WASHINGTON,  July  5.— Increase 
111  the  monthly  losses  of  Norwegian 
ahippinv  due  to  German  submarine 
activities  during  June  was  reported 
by  cable  to  the  Norwegian  location 
here  today  from  Chrlstianla. 

Twenty  Norwegian  vessels,  totalling 
2C.833  tons,  were  mink  durlns  the 
month,  and  81  men  were  last. 

The  June  sinkings  bring  Norway's 
total  losses  to  842  vessels.  The  lives 
of  1,747  men  were  lost.  The  total 
tonnage  of  the  lost  Norwegian  ship- 
ping now  amounts  to  1,154,143.

LO.VDON.  July  (.—(British  Wireless 
Press) — Strong  support  for  the  Bnsllsh 
Channel  tunnel  scheme  from  the 
French  and  Italian  delerates  was  voic- 
ed yesterday  In  the  International  Par- 
liamenhtry  Conference  h«re.  A  resolu- 
tion in  favor  of  the  eonatruction  of 
the  tunnel  was  carried  unanimously. 

It  was  estimated  by  the  sponsors,  of 
the  resolution  that  passenser  trafflo 
from  FYance  alone  would  be  S.000,000 
persons  annually,  instead  of  the  100.000 
that  travelled  by  steamer  before  the 
war.  The  probable  passenger  and  frelc&t 
traffl  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
continent  was  Hffured  at  a  proflt  of  £1,- 
11S,000.  or  7  per  cont  on  the  tunnel 
company's  capital  of  <110.000.000.  The 
tunnel  should!^i4  completed  within  live 
years  of  its  eemmeacameat.  It  would 
ba  worked,  ventilated  and  pumped  by 
electrlcltjr  supplied  from  a  power  sta- 
tion In  Keat.  possibly  It  miles  or  mj>re 
Inland. 

It  was  suraested  that  the  tunnel 
ahould  b«  maintained  under  th«  author- 
ity  of  the  War  OfAea,  and  a  dip«m  tiie 
level  of  the  rails,  formlnv  a  water  lock 
by  which  tha  tunnel  could  in  case  uf 
araerseney  be  flooded  from  tlta  floor  to 
tha  root  for  a  mll«k  would  be  under  the 
eaatrol  of  the  commandants  at  Dovor 
Castle  and  the  n*lah%orlnK  forts. 

Against  the  danc«r  from  enemy  sub- 
marine depth  bombs  or  mines,  the  tun- 
nel wonid  be  protected  by  a  eov«rinc  of 
the  chalk  bed  of  the  elyuinel  of  a  min- 
imum tbicknese  of  109  feet.  The  water 
depth  above  the  channel  would  at  no 
vulnerable  point  be  leaa  than   ISO  feot.

July  E.— Hundrea* 
of  paopla  ara  beltevatf  to  hava 
drowned  when  thvazcuralon  itaamer 
Columbia  overturned  jn  the  IlUnola 
River  Ave  miles  south  of  here  to- 
night. All  available  nurses  and  4.oe- 
tara  have  been  summoned  from 
Pekln.  Illinois,  which  is  near  the 
scene  of  the  aeoldent.  The  boat 
Jammed  against  the  Peoria  side  of  the 
rivar  In  a  fog  and  tore  a  huge  hole  in 
Its  bow.     It  sank  almost  immediately. 

The  number  lost  by  ;the  ainking  of 
the  Columl>la  is  placed  at  ITS  by  the 
chief  of  police  of  Pekln.  A  message 
from  him  aaya  his  estimate  ia  baaed 
on  information  gathered  aa  to  the 
probable^  number  of  passengers  car< 
rtad. 

Miss  Pauline  BInquel,  of  Pekin, 
,who  waa  aboard  the  boat,  told  the  fol- 
'  lowing  story  of  the  diaaster: 

"The  •teamei'  had  three  deoka#  I 
waa  on  the  upper  one.  On  that  below 
dancing  was  going  on.  The  bottom 
deck  was  occupied  principally  by  men 
who  were  talking  and  smoking. 

"I  do  not  believe  many  of  the  per- 
'  sons  on  the  first  two  deioks,  who  con- 
I  stltuted  by  far  the  larsest  portion  of 
the  crowd,  could  have  escaped. 

"I  was  chatting  with  friends.  We 
felt  the  boat  rise  out  of  the  river.  It 
was  clouded  with  fog.  There  was  a 
crash.  For  a  moment  no  one  moved, 
and  then  almost  everybody  rushed  to 
one  side  Of  the  boat.  The  crew  and 
the  ofOoers.  aa  soon  aa  they  realised 
what  ^aa  happening,  cried  for  the 
passengers  to  even  the  load,  but  it 
was  too  late.  The  Columbia  tilted 
and  then  suddenly  overturned.  I 
was  thrown  into  the  water. 

"When  I  came  to  the  surface,  peo* 
pie  were  swimming  about  too  dazed 
to  know  what  direction  to  follow. 
The  mist  hung  low  above  the  over- 
turned  boat,   from   Which   came  hor-

Aa  soon 
aa  tha  newa  raaohad  Paoria  relief 
partiaa  were  arganiaad.  .Bvary  doc- 
tor in  the  city  who  could  be  aum- 
meoad  waa  directed  to  report  to  the 
depot.  A  apaoial  train  waa  made  up 
at  onoa  and  mahad  to  the  scene  of 
the  diaaater. 

There  were  4iS  exouraioniata  on 
board  tha  boat  when  it  left  Al  Freaoo 
Park.  Paoria.  on  tha  return  trip.  The 
boat  ran  into  the  Paoria  ahora  in  a 
fog  that  waa  pravalUng.  It  backed 
away  and  began  ainking  Immediately, 
water  rushing  in  through  a  large  hole 
in  the  bow.  The  boat  instantly  began 
sending  out  slsnals  of  distress,  and 
several  craft  from  this  city  ruahed 
to  the  scene  of  the  tragedy. 

The  loss  of  life  is  said  to  have  re- 
sulted largely  from  the  panic  that 
immediately  ensued. 

Doctors  and  nursea  were  ruahed 
from  Peoria.  Some  of  the  survivors 
have  been  taken  to  Pekin  on.  a  relief 
train.

MOSCOW,  July  B. — ^The  Internal 
situation  in  the  Rusaian  aoviet  repub- 
lic is  auch  that  only  a  powerfu-l  army 
on  the  baaia  of  obligatory  aervtce  can 
protect  it,  In  the  opinion  of  Leon 
Trotzky,  Commisaary  of  War  and  Ma- 
rtne.  He  haa  aubmitted  a  report  ad- 
vocating universal  millUry  service  for 
the  bourgeoisie  as  well  aa  the  work- 
men and  peasants,  and  hopes  that  the 
fifth  congreas  of  Soviets  will  pass  auch 
a  measure.  Premier  Leplne  haa  ap- 
proved the  report,  and  the  detaila  are 
being  worked  out.  In  the  meantime 
Trotsky  haa  ordered  the  reglatratton 
of  all  males  between  the  agea  ot  1> 
and  40  and  the  enlistment  simultane- 
ously with  the  workmen  and  the 
■tMurgeola  class  born  in  18S6  and  1197. 
The'  latter  will  be  formed  into  non- 
dkhtlng  units  to  dig  trenches  and 
clean  barracks  and  camps.  Later 
they  may  be  promoted  to  aervlce  In 
the  ranks  after  they  have  proved 
"by  deeda  their  loyalty  to  the  labor- 
ing class  .and  the  poor  peasantry." 
LONDON,  July  B.  —  Csecho-Blovak 
forces  have  inflicted  a  severe  defeat 
on  the  Bolahevlkl  troopa.  according 
to  a  telegram  received  here  today 
from  IrkutAk  Siberia.  The  BolabevUil 
are  said  to  have  been  completely  de- 
feated west  of  Irkutsk  and  to  have 
been  driven  out  of  tlie  region  to  the 
east    of    Lake    Baikal. 

KING  GEORGE  REFERS 
TO  UNITY  OF  ACTION 

LONDON,  July  8.— (Via  Renter's 
Agency) — King  George  at  Bucking- 
ham Palace  addressed  the  delegates 
to  the  Intar-Allled  Parliamentary  wid 
Commercial  Conference,  at  which  all 
the  British  Dominions  are  also  repre- 
sented. 

His  Majesty  emphasised  that  the 
Allied  unity  of  action  commercially 
was  proving  one  of  the  main  features 
of  Allied  strength.  He  hoped  this 
Joint  action  would  be  aa  powerful  an 
instrument  for  the  promotion  of  hap- 
plneaa  and  prosperity  of  Allied  peo- 
ples aa  it  haa  proved  in  defeating 
schemes  ot  their  enemies. 

"May  the  Entente  of  commerea  be 
the  guide  and  fore-runner  of  the  uni- 
versal peace  to  which  we  all  look  for- 
ward with  patient  cMOdence  aa  the 
triumpK  of  our  arma.'^  concluded  His 
Majeaty.

LONDON.  July  6.— (Special  cable  to 
the  Canadian  Preaa  In  Fkaaoe). — 
Within  aouad  of  the  cuas.  with  air- 
men  holding  the  air  marehee.  a  great 
meetlnv  of  Canadlaaa  oelotorated  Do- 
minion Day  and  welcomed  the  Duke  of 
Connaugbt,  late  Oovemor-Oeneral  ol 
Canada,  and  Sir  Robert  Borden.  Prime 
lAlnlater  of  Canada.  In  a  great  nat- 
ural amphitheatre  our  national  holiday 
waa  celebrated  with  an  enthuelaam 
never  equalled  at  home  and  with 
events  and  a  programme  unique  In  the 
Allied  armies. 

"JJke  a  Bcene  from  ancient  Rome," 
said  a  famous  Pollah  representative 
to  the  commander  of  the  Canadian 
forces,  as  be  surveyed  the  vast  multi- 
tude of  soldiers  watching  the  picked 
men  from  every  division  compete  in 
every  known  athletic  sport.

The 
ridge  was  ablase  with  blood -red  pop- 
ples, hiding  the  devaautlon.  They 
visited  the  graves  of  Canadians  who 
died  on  that  glorieos  day  when  they 
swept  the  Hun  from  Vimy.  With  the 
party  were  men  who  led  Canadians 
over  the  ridge,  and  they  explained  the 
operation  that  brought  fame  to  Can- 
ada and  heartened  the  Alllee.

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Report  of  Dominion  Depart- 
ment of  AgrlcuHure  Indicates 
Less,  Than  Average  Yield  in 
Nearly  All  Varieties. 


OTTAWA,  July  8.— The  fruit  crop 
reporf  for  the  month  of  June  just 
Issued  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture mdloatea  .a  alight  falling  off  In 
proape^ta  of  the  Canadian  apple  crop 
aa  compared  with  the  previous  report 
laaued  just  after  the  blossoming  per- 
iod. Reports  from  Nova  Sootla  are 
not  optimistic,  and  It  Is  doubtful  If 
the  yield  will  reach  four  hundred 
thousand  barrela,  as  compared  with 
seven  hundred  thousand  barrels  last 
year. 

In  Ontario  the  beat  prospects  are 
in  Prince  Edward  county,  along 
Georgian  Bay  and  In  the  western 
counties.  In  these  districts  the  yield, 
while  considerably  below  average, 
will  be  mUch  greater  than  last  year. 
Early  varieties  give  greater  promise 
than  late  ones.  In  Eastern  Ontario 
and  Quebec  the  latest  reports  strong- 
ly emphasise  the  severe  Winter  In- 
Jury,  wnloh  haa  wrought  havoc  in 
yQung  orchards  and  seriously  aftec'ed 
moat  of  the  old  Fameuse  orchards. 

In  British  Columbia  the  crop  is  still 
expected  to  be  about  equal  to  that 
of  last  year.,  and  would  have  been 
a  very  heavy  one  but  for  the  frost 
Inlury  of  May  24. 

The  Niagara  pear  crop  will  be  about 
40  to  60  per  cent,  of  normal.  At 
Burlington  there  haa  been  severe 
Winter  killing,  and  the  crop  is  very 
light.  In  other  parts  of  Ontario,  Que- 
bec and  Eastern  Canada,  the  crop  Is 
a  failure.  There  is  a  heavy  crop  In 
British   Columbia. ^ 

The  Niagara  peach  crop  is  not  like- 
ly to  exceed  forty  per  cent,  of  nor- 
mal. The  decrease  Is  due  to  very 
severe  Winter  Injury.  The  crop  is 
practically  a  complete  failure  in  other 
parts  of  Ontario.  In  British  Colum- 
bia the  yield  is  not  likely  to  exceed 
60  per  ent.  of  normal.  The  losses  due 
to  May  frosts  are'  about  26  per  cent. 
The  British  Columbia  plum  crop  also 
has  been  reduced  25  per  cent,  by 
frost. 

The  crop  of  grapes  in  the  Nlagar% 
dlatrlct  Is  expected  to  be  from  75  to 
100  per  cent,  of  normal. 

VORWAERTS  DESIRES

to  Its  realization.  '     ^:  ,  .,.. 

"Our  enemies  todrty."  continues  the 
newspaper,  "have  'he  opportunity  of 
obtaining  a  peace  not  prescribed  bv 
the  war  map  but  based  on  the  equl- 
poL'se  of  the  military  and  economic 
forces  on  both  sides. 

"The  policy  of  truth  demanded  by 
Philip  Scheidemann  requires  an  ad- 
mission that  the  economic  forces  of 
the  German  people  are  not  Inexhaust- 
ible, and  the  fact  that  we  are  cut 
off  from  overseas  raw  material  is  be- 
ing increasingly  felt. 

"The  more  candidly  we  speak  of 
this  matter,  the  more  readily  will  our 
enemies  believe  us  when  we  say  that 
the  oppressive  situation  can  only  In- 
duce us  for  years  to  come  to  make 
greater  military  efforts,  but  not  to 
accede  to  conditions  dishonorable  to 
the  German  people  and  dama^ng 
their  interests  permanently. 

"The  conclusion  of  a  peace  with 
honor  thus  corresponds  to  the  In- 
terests of  our  adversary  In  the  same 
degree  as  our  own."

OBNOXIOUS  GERMANS 
CROWD  ROUMANIANS 


I,ONDON,  July  t. — Germany's  plana 
for  "peaceful  penetration"  in  Ron- 
mania  have  gone  ahead  very  rapidly 
since  the  alanine  ot  the  treaty  of 
peace,  according  tu  advices  from  an 
authoritative  source  in  Roumania. 
The  resumption  of  ■•aiiwny  trnfflc  with 
the  districta  occupied  by  the  Central 
Powers  was  followed  by  a  great  In- 
rush of  German  merchanta,  polltlcUns 
and  intrlanara.

Victoria  Metal  Trades  Council, 
in  Line  With  Vancouver,  Is 
Calling  Off  Proposed  Step- 
Strike  Situation  Unchanged. 


In  view  of  the  action  of  thf  Van- 
oaavar  Metal  Trades  Council  in  dsald- 
ln«  to  eaU  off  the  sympathetic  etrike 
whioh,  it  waa  arranged,  should  have 
taken  place  yesterday  at  noon,  the 
VIctarta  Metal  Trades  Council  took 
no  aetion  towarde  adoptina  the  sym- 
pathetlo  strike  prinolple  here. 

Last  ni«ht  at  the  meetin*  of  '  the 
local  body  the  aetion  of  the  Vancou- 
ver Council  waa  consKtared  and  it 
was  decided  no  action  should  be 
taken  here.  But  the  looal  Coun- 
cil passed  a  resolution  endorsing 
tha  aotion  of  the  Vancouver  body  In 
ita  preparedness  to  stand  by  the  strlk- 
Ina  electrical  workers. 

The  action  of  the  Vancouver  body 
waa  taken  following  the  receipt  of  the 
foUowina  talearam  from  Mr.  F.  A. 
▲ckland.  Deputy  Minister  of  Labor: 

"InformaUon  reaching  the  Minister 
ehows  that  the  Industrial  situation  In 
Vanoouver  and  Victoria  Is  one  of  ex- 
treme gravity.  Serious  foSd  destruc- 
tion threatened  by  the  loss  of  power 
supplied  to  etorage  plante  would  be  at 
the  present  time  of  the  world's  crisis 
not  a  local  but  a  national  calamity, 
bringlna  ultimate  disaster  to  all.  but 
most  of  all  to  workera  The  Minister 
asks  that  you  will  use  your  influence 
to  impress  the  workmen  now  strlk- 
ln»  with  an  appreciation  of  these 
dangers,  and  urge  on  them  with  all 
your  foroe  the  Minister's  view  that 
their  first  duty  as  Canadian  dtisens  Is 
los^alty  to  the  other  Chinadlan  dtisens 
new  on  the  it>attIefront  and  to  avert 
disaster  by  returning  to  work  immedi- 
ately and  permitting  the  adjustment 
of  the  differences  by  means  provided 
by  law.  The  matter  U  of  the  utmost 
importance,  and  the  Minister  trusts 
you  will  aet  promptly.  Please  re- 
ply." 

In  reply  thereto -^  the  Vancouver 
Metal  Trades  CoUttoil  wired: 

"Trades  and  Labor  Council  appreci- 
ates gravity  of  situation  and  would 
regret  loas  of  foodstuffs  in  cold  stor- 
age plants.  Suggests  spread  of  strike 
can  be  averted  only  by  the  company 
making  immediate  settlement  wHh 
employees.  Otherwise  trouble  will 
apread  to  other  Induatrlea  uaing  elec- 
trical energy  produced  by  the  com- 
pany." 

While  the  Metal  Tradea  Council  of 
Vancouver  haui,  therefore,  called  off 
its  proposed  8ympatheti»atrike  for  the 
time  belniT,  there  is  no  aasurance  that 
It  will  not  later  have  recourse  to  It. 
But  it  is  expected  that  in  the  mean- 
time further  consideration  of  the 
whole  strike  situation  will  result  In 
some  arrangement  betngf  arrived  at 
In  the  meantime  Vancouver  is  re- 
ceiviniT  a  supply  of  light  and  power, 
althouah,  of  course,  the  street  railway 
ayateat  is  not  being  operated.

"In  Tiotofla  the  strike  situation  re- 
mains unehanaed.  At  ^'st  the  men 
employed  in  the  power  house  are  at 
woric,  and  though  atenta  of  the  elec- 
trical workera'  union  have  been  at- 
teraptlns  to  vet  them  to  come  out  on 
strike,  they  have  so  far  refused  to 
do  so.  The  decision  of  the  Vancou- 
ver Metal  Trades  Council  to  call  off 
the  sympathetic  strike  and  the  action 
of  the  local  council  in  following  the 
lead  of  Vancouver  has  relieved  the 
situation  here,  for  the  time  being  at 
least 

Further  additions  to  the  Jitney  fleet 
have  greatly  improved  transportation 
facllitiea  to  nearly  all  parts  ot  the 
city,  though  the  service  cannot  handle 
the  situation  adequately.

The  driver  of 
a  motor  car  carrying  passengers  for 
fare  was  required  by  its  provisiona  to 
ba  licensed,  as  likewise  every  car  thus 
operated  iilf  the  municipality.  A  fee 
specified  for  such  lloenoes.  It 
not  required,  however,  that  the 
driver  should  provide  a  bond.

mous  waste,  the  commiasion  asserts, 
is  sapping  the  eeooomle  vltaUty  of 
the  country,,  and  the  immediate  adop- 
tion of  /oompulaary  Are  prevention 
measures  is  necessary.  The  investt- 
gatton  also  revealed  the  fact  tliat  the 
expense  of  conducting  the  business 
of  Are  insurance  in  Canada  la  unduly 
higli.  aad  that  there  are  grave  abuses 
Inherent  in  the  present  agency  sys- 
tem. 

The  report,  which  was  compiled  for 
the  commission  by  J.  O.  Grove  Smith. 
says  that  since  Confederation  the  Are 
sloss  in  Canada,  excluding  forest  Ares, 
has  been  1700,000.000.  Of  this  sum 
$850,000,000  is  made  up  of  direct 
loesee,  1150,000,000  represents  the 
cost  of  maintaining  public  and  pri- 
vate protection  services,  whilst  $187,- 
000,000'  is  the  amount  of  insurance 
premiums  paid  but  not  returned  to 
policyholders  in  compensation  for 
losses.  In  addition,  nearly  200  peo- 
ple are  burned  to  death  and  about 
600  seriously  burned  each  year. 
lioes  Ikiorcases  Rapidly 

In  the  four  normal  years,  1912- 
1016.  Canada's  annual  per  capita  Are 
loss  was  12.73,  as  compared  with 
12.26  in  the  United  States,  04  ceirts 
In  Snglahd.  ^7T  cents  InTSance,  "ff" 
cents  in  Germany,  and  18  eents  in 
Switserland.  A  disquieting  feature  is 
tiiat  the  losses  in  this  country  are 
Ineraaslng  with  great  rapidity.  The 
commiasion  says  that  seventy  per  cent, 
of  Ares  in  Canada,  are  caused  by 
careleasaess,  faulty'  building  con- 
struction, arson  and  lack  of  Are  pre- 
vention laws.  Canadian  Are  depart- 
ments are  described  as  the  best  in 
the  world,  but  they  are  not  prevent- 
Ing  a  steady  growth  in  Are  losses. 

In  dealing  with  the  remedy  for 
present  conditions,  the  .commission 
says  that  compulsory  legislation,  mak- 
ing individuals  responsible  for  their 
careless  acts,  is  imperative.  The 
publio,  it  is  ssserted,  must  be  arouaed 
to  their  collective  responsibility,  so 
that  oubUc  opinion  will  urge  and 
support  the  adoption  of  restrictiva 
legislation.  The  Dominion  Govern- 
ment not  being  given  direct  Jurisdic- 
tion by  the  British  North  America 
Act,  it  should,  the  commission,  thinks, 
condcet  a  campaign  to  educate  the 
public  to  their  responsibility.  The 
purpose  of  this  would  be  to  assist 
provincial  Are  prevenUon  efforts.  Ths 
Dominion  Government,  it  is  stated, 
should  also  maintain  a  testing  labor- 
atory to  establish  standards  in  build- 
ing materials  and  devices. 

Undue  Insaranoe   Expenses 

The  commission  contends  that  the 
high  cost  of  doing  business  implies 
extravagant  administration  ,on  the 
part  of  insurance  companies,  and 
says  that  for  1869  to  1916  the  pub- 
lic has  paid  the  insurance  companies 
slxty-Ave  cents  for  distributing  ev- 
ery dollar  of  indemnity.  This,  It 
continues,  gives  food  for  thought, 
when  it  is  remembered  that  under 
present  government  management  the 
collection  of  customs  and  inland  rev- 
enue bests  less  than  Ave  per  cent  of 
the  receipts.  Since  the  estobllshment 
of  government  Insurance  in  New  Zea- 
land, the  rates  on  mercantile  risks 
have  been  reduced  10  per  cent  and 
on  dwellings  ZiM  per  cent.  The  re- 
port asserts  that  insurance  agents  In 
Canada  are  paid  in  average  a  com- 
mission of  slightly  mere  than  20  per 
cent.,  obviously  a  large  expenditure 
on  middlemen.  It  Is  also  stated  that 
the  number  of  agents  Is  excessive,  a 
circumstance  which  makes  neceiMry 
a  high  commission.    '  ^>- 

"The  root  of  tha  insurance  avll, 
and  one  of  the  greatest  factors  In  the 
excessive  Are  Anance  waste  In  Canada 
Is  undoubtedly  the  methods  of  com- 
pensating agents  solely  on  a  oommls- 
sion  basis,  the  report  declares,  nrhe 
carelsss  agent  la  paid  equally  well 
with  Ihe  careful  agent.  This  tends 
to  over-Insurance,  carelessncas  in  the 
use  and  care  of  property,  and  arson, 
all  of  which  cause  a  heavier  Are 
waste.  The  remedy  for  this.  <the 
commission  states,  to  a  proAt-sharing 
commission  for  agents,  whereby  those 
who  write  good  risks  wouIS  he  paid 
more  than  those  who  write  bad  ones. 

"The  Canadian  Fire  Underwriters' 
Association,  it  ta  pointed  out,  has  at- 
tempted, but  Called,  to  enforce  a  simi- 
lar system  of  contingent  commisalons 
on  aocount  of  the  disadvantage  under 
which  it  would  place  Its  members  in 
competition  with  non-bosrd  compan- 
ies. The  commission  on  conservation 
therefore,  recommends  that  uniform 
legUlatlon  be  drafted  into  the  Do- 
minion and' provincial  Insurance  acts 
to  esUblish  the  principle  of  proAt- 
shariitg  cornmission  for  all  companies, 
leaving  the  companies  and  their 
agents  to  work  out  the  detaila."

TORONTO'S  EMPLOYEES 

LEAVE  THEIR  WORK 

/     

TORONTO,  a^uly  6. — Torouto's  long 
talked-of  civic  strike  became  an  ac- 
tual reality  at  7  o'clock  thto  morning 
when  the  2,000  outside  employees.  In- 
cluding soavengers  and  atrsat  clean- 
ers, went  quietly  to  tha  various 
places  of  employment,  but  did  not  re- 
turn to  work.  Later  they  attended  a 
mass  meeting  at  tha  labor  temple. 

The  immediate  cause  of  the  strike 
to  tlie  city  council's  refusal  to  date 
back  to  January  1,  the  12  a  week  in- 
crease to  each  man,  which  would 
mean  about  $100,000  extra  to  the  civic 
treasury. 

The  city  counoil '  several  times  re- 
fused the  request  of  tha  men  for  a 
board  of  conciliation,  en  the  ground 
that  tha  city  to  not  a  private  employer 
making  proAts. 

The  men  now  demand  an.  all-round 
Increase  of  |4  a  week,  making  an  in- 
crease of  the  average  wage  from  |22 
to  126  a  week.  , 

GEIWYK' 
FOR  FAIR  CROPS 

Dr.  Oieclcmann  Believes  Cereal 
Year  Will  Show  Improve- 
ment —  "Roumania  Must 
Pay  fuIITound  of  Flesh." 


AMSTERDAM,  July  6.— Until  well 
into  June  of  the  present  year  the 
gravest  fears  were  entertained  in  Ber- 
lin for  the  failure  of  German  crops, 
owing  to  the  drought  in  April  and 
May,  writes  Dr.  Dieckmann  in  the 
Taegllsche.^undschau,  but  later  the 
change  of  weather  brought  an  im- 
provement, sq  that  without  exaggerat- 
ed expectations  the  new  cereal  year, 
bfgininn  August  Arst,  promises  to  be 
better  than  the  last  one. 

Last  year's  failure  of  the  fodder 
crop,  the  writer  adds,  caused  con- 
siderable shrinkage  of  livestock, 
which  will  detrimentally  InAuence 
cultivation  in  the  coming  year. 

Dr.  Dieckmann  next  points  out  that 
potash  supplies  to  German  farmers, 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  labor  and 
the  difflculties  of  transportation,  are 
nearly  100,000  carloads  in  arrears. 
Yet  large  quantities  of  potash  have 
been  sent  to  the  Ukraine,  he  says,  and 
he  thinks  thto  is  the  worst  possible 
policy,  because  Germany  must  depend 
upon  foreign  grain  in  the  coming 
year.  It  is  also  doubtful  whether  the 
Ukraine  can  h«Ip  muoh.  aa  Aiwtria 
hks  put  in  a  claim  for  a  large  part 
of  the  Ukrainian  grain  crop. 

The  writer  insists  that  "a  full  pound 
Of  Aesh^  should  b«  exacted  from  Rou- 
mania,  whoae  crops  mtist  be  sub- 
jected to  the  strictest  control. 

Turning  to  the  meat  supplies,'  Dr. 
Dieckmann  states  that  next  year  will 
bring  but  little  improvement.  He 
says  a  majority  of  the  breeders  de- 
clare that  Germany's  stocks  of  cattle 
and  pigs  will  take  ten  years  to  re- 
cover their  normal  slse. 

Germans,  he  concludea,  are  turning 
in  greater  numbers  to  vegetarianum. 
thto  being  extensively  evident  in  the 
multiplication  of  kitchen  gardens,  and 
especially  In  the  vicinity  |Of  large 
cities.

Public^  Hearing  of  Von  Kuehi- 
mann's  Libel  Suits  >l\^ight 
'Endanger  Security  of  State 
— foreign  'Minister  to  Retire. 


AMSTERDAM,  July  6. — Because 
publicity  might  endanger  the  security 
of  the  state,  the  president  of  the 
court  which  is  to  hear  testimony  in 
the  libel  suit  of  Dr.  von  Kuehlmann, 
the  Foreign  Secretary,  against  two 
Berlin  editors,  announced  at  the  open- 
ing session  of  the  trial  Thursday 
that  the  case  would  be  held  in  se- 
cret. This  action  was  taken  after 
the  president  of. the  court  had  failed 
to  obtain  a  compromise  between  the 
Foreign  Secretary  and  the  defendants. 
Max  LK>haii,  editor  of  the  Deutsche 
Zeitunr,  and  Julius  Dundee,  editor  of 
the  Deutsche  Blaetter.  When  the 
case  was  called  for  trial  a  large 
number  of  prominent  German  politi- 
cal leaders  were  in  attendance. 
Among  the  number  were  Foreign  Sec- 
retary von  Kuehlmann,  Vie^-Chanoel- 
lor  von  Payer,  Herr  Nollenberg,  di- 
rector of  the  Deutsche  Bank,  and  Ma- 
jor von  Kessler,  of  the  Oerman  For-

Addressing  th4  acetised  editors,  the 
president  of  the  court  asked  whether 
It  was  not  possible  to  settle  the  mat- 
ter by  loyal  explanations '  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintlff>  Herr  Lohan 
replied:  "We  have  no  interest  in 
washing^  dirty  linen  under  the  gase  of 
enemy  countries,  ^bove  all  It  is  quite 
remote  from  our  Intention  to  dish  up 
bedrbom  secrets,  but  In  the  Interest  of 
the  ebuntry  and  the  Foreign  OAce  the 
case  should  proceed. 

"The  article  I  have  to  answer  for 
alms  at  the  retnovat  of  Dr.  von 
Kuehlmann  as  a  politically-harmful 
person,  and  I  possess  a  certain  guar- 
antee that  at  no  distant  date  Dr.  von 
Kuehlmann  will  retire.  I  am  ready  to 
give  an  explanation  In  his  private 
capacity,  aa  I  had  no  Intention  to  af- 
fect him  In  his  private  capacity."

Street,  which  she  personally  carried 
on  until  ISlfi,  in  Aogvat  of  which  year 
she  went  overseas  aa  aaaiatant-matroa 
with  No.  5  General  Hcspital.  com- 
manded by  UenL-Colonel  Hart.

No.  S  HospiUI  was  re-formed  In 
the  laUer  part  of  ISIS,  when  she  re- 
joined the  unit,  and  wont  with  it  out 
to  Saloniea.  Here  she  saw  consider- 
able servio^  but  the  trying  climate 
was  the  oadbe  of  her  health  breaking 
down,  and  aha  w«s  sent  ,to  Bngland 
on  sick  leave.

After  being  connected  with  marine 
mattera  on  the  Coast  for  the  last 
twenty-eight  years.  Ofcpt  Harry  Par- 
aons  paaaed  away  on  Thursday  morn- 
ing at  hia  home.  1400  Pembroke 
Street,  after  a  lingering  illness. 

Capt.  Parsons  was  well  known 
throughout  the  length  of  the  British 
Columbia  coast,  coming  here  twenty- 
eight  years  ago  from  Harbor  Grace. 
Newfoundland,  durink  the  height  of 
the  sealing  Industry.  For  several 
yeara  he  commanded  sealing  vessels 
from  this  port,  one  of  these  being 
the  Wanderer,  which  was  wreclied 
OB  the  West  Ceaat 

After  sealing  was  stopped  by  Inter- 
national treaty  Capt.  Parsons  took 
over  the  command  of  the  steamer 
Trader.  He  later  enured  the  service 
of  the  Federal  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, having  charge  of  the  tug  Pet- 
rel. He  left  the  Government  work 
two  years  ago.  entering  the  employ 
of  Findlay,  Durham  ft  Brodie  at  Riv- 
ers Inlet. 

He  was  fifty-one  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  hia  death.  He  leaves 
his  wife  and  two  sons.  Fnyik.  of  thia 
city,  ^nd  Graham,  who  ia  in  tha 
traaaport  aervioe  at   the   front. 

The  funeral  win  be  held  under  the 
auapicea  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias, 
and  will  take  place  from  Sanda  Fun- 
eral Bstahllahmeat  at  thraa  o'clock 
this  aftemooo.

Some  more  'Snappy"  telegrama 
have  been  interchanged  between  Pre- 
jnier  Oliver  and  Hon.  Dr.  Ratd,  Feder- 
'al  Minister  of  |Uilways.  in  continua- 
tion of  the  recent  telegraphic  corre- 
spondence (Mtween  the  two  In  an  ef- 
fort by  Premier  Oliver  to  facllitaU 
tb«  laying  of  rails  on  the  C.N./'P.  right 
of  way  from  Victoria  to  Sooke  and 
from  Cowlclian  Lake  to  Nitinat  Lakcu 
some  aeventy  milea  in  all,  to  the  end 
that  the  spruce  areas  in  the  Nitinat 
Lake  district  might  be  made  more 
readily  availalble  for  war  purpoeos  and 
greater  transportation  faeUlties  for 
getting  the  material  out  be  provided. 

Up  to  ten  days^  ago  the  position 
reached  by  the  cerrew>OT>dance  waa 
that  the  Province  was  reaoy  to  allow 
the  Dominion  140  miles  of  steel  raila 
now  coming  West  for  further  exten- 
sion of  the  P.GwG.  line,  i^enty  mllea 
tio  be  diverted  to  Alberta,  where  it  is 
proposed  to  establish  addiUonal  raU 
facilltiea  ^or  moving  the  wheat  crop, 
and  seventy  miles  to  come  to  Van- 
couver Island,  to  be  utlBsed  as  above. 
(But  Hon.  Dr.  Reld  raised  the  point  of 
railway  terminals  on  the  former  Song- 
hees  Jtescrve,  pointing  out  that  he  had 
ibeen  Informed  by  CN-R  ofBcials  that 
no  such  faclUtles  exist,  but  that  if  the 
Province  would  grant  the  needed  ter- 
minal lands  at  the  same  price  as  was 
paid  by  the  CJP.R  for  iu  reserve  ter- 
minals, the  Dominion  would  immedi- 
ately proceed  with  the  ralMaylng  on 
the  Island  route. 

Premier  Oliver  replied  by  wire  that 
the  Province  would  not  glve;\  the  re- 
quired lands  at  the  price  paldkby  the 
CJ»Jl.  some  years  ago,  namely,^  14,400 
per  acre,  but  be  waa  quite  willing  that 
the  quesUon  of  price  to  l>e  paid  there- 
for should  be  submitted  to  ari>ltration 
and  that  so  far  as  he  could  see  there 
was  absolutely  no  reason  why  any 
delay  in  track-laying  operations 
should  arise. 

Where  It  ICow  Stands 
Since  then  no  word  bad  been  forth- 
coming from  Hon.  Dr.  Reld  until  yes- 
terday,      when     the     following     wire 
reached  Premier  Oliver: 

•Tou  are  aware  the  operation  of 
the  Canadian  Northern  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  is  not 
operated  by  this  department  I  have 
again  placed  your  telegrams  before 
the  Canadian  Northern  officials  and 
they  adhere  to  the  former  position 
that  your  offer  to  arbitrate  is  unfair, 
and  that  you  should  give  them  stmllai- 
terms  for  terminals  aa  that  given  to 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  by  Brit- 
ish ColunHbla  Government.  They  ad- 
vise me  they  are  prepared  to  carry 
out  the  proposition  made  in  my  for- 
mer telegram  to  you  after  discussion 
with  them.  For  your  further  Infor- 
mation I  wish  to  advise  you  that  Rus< 
slan  authorities  have  absolutely  re- 
fused up  to  the  present  time  to  sell 
any  rails  now  stored  in  British  Colum- 
'bia,  therefore  if  work  on  the  Islana 
is  to  be  proceeded  with  you  must  sup- 
ply the  rails." 

Mention  of  Canadian  Northern  of- 
ficials Just  naturally  aroused  the  ire 
of  the  Premier,  who  promptly  wired 
baok  that  there  had  l>een  no  mention 
during  the  recent  telegraphic  corre- 
spondence of  Canadian  Northern  of- 
ficials being  Interested  in  the  matter 
untlt  after  the  Province  had  made  Its 
straight  offer  of  a  loan  of  rails  for 
use  on  Vancouver  Island:  that  he 
(■Premier  Oliver)  was  dealing  with 
the  Qovernment  of  Canada  and  not 
with  the  Canadian  Northern  dfRclals. 
and  that  if  it  was  necessary  to  deal 
with  the  latter  he  would  be  obliged 
if  the  Minister  would  advise  him  who 
they  are  whose  consent  has  to  (be  ob- 
tained before  any  action  by  the  Do- 
minion could  be  taken. 

After  DeCaUs 

In  response  to  this  "putting  It  up"  to

In  the  intimation  by  the  Minister 
that  the  C.N.R.  officials  are  directing 
affairs  at  the  Eastern  end  of  the  nego- 
tiations, there  has  arisen  a  new  phase 
which  'Premier  Oliver  wants  to  know 
more  a^ut,  for  It  has  t>een  the  belief 
here  that  the  company's  undertakings 
have  been  taken  over  by  the  Domin- 
ion, which  waa  in  full  control  of  tho 
matter.

Bhe  was  thi^n  in  charge  of  a  Puget 
Sound  pilot,  who  brought  her  to  a  vi- 
cinity lltt  the  port  of  Victoria,  when 
the  Puget  Sound  pilot  disembarked 
and  the  serrloes  of  J.  C.  Foote  were 
procured  fo  pilot  the  veasel  to  Union 
Bay.  No  time  was  lost  In  the  Inter- 
ohangik  of  ptlota  and  tha  veaaal  con- 
tinued her  voyace. 

"From  the  evidence  It  aeema  that 
it  waa  then  breaking  daylight  and  the

"This  unfortunate  error  in  the  nam* 
ing  of  the  deviation  was  due  probably 
to  the  .t»ct  that  the  information  de- 
sired by  the  pilot  when  putting  the 
ship  on  the  courae  for  the  next  posi- 
tion (Turn  Point)  had  to  be  conveyed 
in  the  Japanese  language  from  the 
captain  to  the  apprentice,  and  from 
the  latter  to  the  pilot  In  the  English 
Uinguage,  and  through  this,  the  result 
was  that  the  ship  was  steering  in  a 
courae  from  four,  to  flviB  degrees  to 
the  west  of  that  which  the  pilot  In- 
tended her  to  do,  and  being  foggy  at 
the  time  It  was  impossible  for  him  to 
check  the  course  by  means  of  bear- 
ings, etc.,  nor  could  he  possibly  be 
aware  of  the  errdr  in  the  course  he 
was  igeerlng  until  it  was  too  late  and 
Kelp  Reef  beacon  was  sighted  on  tha 
wront  bow. 
'---''     Surrounded  by  Rocks  ' 

"The  evidence  clearly  showed  that 
an  interval  of  ten  minutes  elapsed 
after  sighting  the  beacon  on  Kelp 
Reef  and  before  striking  the  rock  on 
which  the  Alkoku  Maru  subsequently 
rested.  This  at  first  sight  seems  rather 
unusual  and  an  extraordinary  Incident, 
but  It  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  particular  rock  on  which  the  ves- 
sel struck  is  situated  8.8.  N.  magnetic 
ha!f  a  mile  distant  from  the  beacon, 
and  the  Alkoku  Maru  was  during  this 
interval  of  time  in  a  position  with 
coceparatively  deep  water  under  her. 
and  that  portion  of  Kelp  Reef  which 
la  marked  with  a  beacon  on  her  star- 
board hand,  and  the  other  unmarked 
portion  on  her  port  hand.  In  other 
words  she  was  at  one  time  In  a  posi- 
tion ehuost  surrounded  by  rocks,  and 
though  there  was  a  considerable 
amount  of  skilful  handling  of  the  ves- 
sel displayed  on  the  part  of  the  pilot, 
in  an  endeavor  to  extricate  her  from 
the  dangerous  position,  it  unfortu- 
nately did  not  meet  with  the  deaired 
and  well-merited  result,  due  without 
doubt  to  the  strong  ebb  tide  then 
rfinning.  The  vessel.  however, 
grounded  very  easily,  and  owing  to  the 
falling  tide  remained  fast,  though 
every  effort  was  made  to  floftt  her. 

"Assistance  was  sent  for  by  means 
of  the  wireless  telegraph,  and  thf 
steamers  Alaskan  and  Nitinat  were 
promptly  on  the  acene,  though,  aa  It 
subsequently  transpired  their  services 
were  not  required,  the  Alkoku  Maru 
floating  off  easily  later,  on  the  riuhg 
tide  by  means  of  her  own  engines 
about  eight  hours  after  the  stranding. 
"After  floating,  the  ship  proceeded 
to  Esqulmalt,  where  she  was  docked, 
and  an  examination  of  the  damage 
she  had  sustained  was  made,  which 
damage  fortunately  proved  to  be  not 
very  extensive.  Owing  to  certain 
existing  conditions,  however.  It  was 
deemed  advisable  that  the  ship  should 
proceed  to  Seattle  to  have  the  neces- 
sary repairs  effected,  to  which  port 
she  proceeded  without  further  delay. 

"For  the  foregoing  reasons,  there- 
fere,  the  court  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  primary  oauae  of  tha  accident  waa 
a  mistake  in  the  naming  and  applying 
of  the  devutlon  of  the  N.W.%W. 
eourae,  for  which  no  blame  could  bs 
attached  to  the  pilot,  nor  in  a  senal 
to  the  master:  had  the  weather  b^ah 
clear  the  mistake  would  undoubtedly 
have  been  discovered  and  rectified  in 
Ume  to  prevent  diaaator.  but  the  dense 
fog  then  pravalUn*  anfortaaataly 
eUmlnated  that  poalnuUty.  and  tho 
very  strong  oMk  tida  then  running  ao

LONDON^  July  S.— British  aerial 
foroas  4)^paratad  with  tha  land 
f orcea  ^^yeatarday'a  attack  against 
the  Germans, aoBth  of  tha  Somma^  ae- 
oordlnc.  to  an  oOolal  atatament  on 
aviation  operations  lasuad  tonight. 
Eleven  German  alrplaaea  were  de- 
atroyad  and  ten  driven  down  oot  of 
ooatrol  aa  a  reaalt  of  oombata.  Four 
British  machines  are  missing. 

Tha  41r  Ministry  tonight  issued  tha 
following  communication  on  bombinc 
operations: 

"On  the  momlngr  of  the  6th  o<  July 
our  machlnea  heavily  attacked  <tha 
railway  atetloa  at  Coblana.  ObaarW- 
tlon  was  dlfMcnlt,  owlas  to  clouds. 

"Saarbrucken  also  waa  aucoessfully 
attacked.  Our  formation  waa  at- 
tacked while  over  Saarbrucken  .  by 
hostile  airplanes,  one  of  which  waa 
brought  down  in  flames,  and  another 
waa  driven  down.  All  our  machlnea 
returned  safely."

75 
cente  an  hour  for  thcae  in  the  flrst 
class,  82%  cente  for  those  in  the  sec- 
ond, and  66%  cente  for  those  in  the 
third  class,  are  higher  than  those 
fixed  by  the  commission  In  the  United 
SUtea. 


WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE.  July  «.— (By  the  Associated 
Press) — After  the  qsiet  Foukh  there 
Was  greater  aotlvitjr  today  on-  the  Toul 
frost.  The  Araerioaa  aatillery  shelled 
the  ienemy  heavily  with  As  projoctUes 
this  morniaff,  while  ■^theOermans  car- 
ried out  their  usual  bombardment  of 
the  front  line  and  back  areas.  Along  the 
line  there  was  considerable  rifle  firing. 

American  airmen  succeeded  in  several 
reconnoitring  and  protographmg  expe- 
ditions and  drove  off  hostile  machines 
which  attacked  theip.  One  reooanoit- 
rmg  plane  encountered  and  gave  battle 
to  two  aerman  machines,  one  of  which 
was  seen  to  dive  to  eartiu  The  Amer- 
kaa  returned  safely. 

Four  American  aviators,  Lleate.  Car- 
lisle Rhodes,  of  Terre  Haute.  Indiana; 
8.  P.  Thompson.  Honeoye  Falls.  N.  T.{ 
Wal4on  Heinrich;  of  aranville.  Ohio^ 
and  John  Mitchell,  of  Mancheater.  Mass., 
engaged  in  a  thrilling  air  battle  north- 
west of  Chateau-Thierry  this  i^mlnjr. 
One  Qerman  machine  was  shot  down 
during  the  combat,  and  it  is  txdieved 
that  Lieut.  Heinrich  was  the  American 
who  sent  the  enemy  airplane  to  <arth. 

The  four  American  aviator's  were  pat- 
rolling the  Itnea  five  or  six  kUentetrea 
inelde  the  German  front,  when  thaqr  en- 
countered elx  enemy  machines.  The 
battle  began  at  an  alUtude  of  4.30« 
metres  and  coatteued  until  the  machlnea 
had  dropped  down  to  2,300  metres  from 
the  earth.  The  combat  lasted  for  twen- 
ty, minutes. 

An  hour  later  eight  American  ma- 
chines engaged  in  a  batUe  with  16  en- 
emy airplanes  at  a  height  of  4,700  me- 
tres. The  combat  swayed,  backward  and 
forward  over  the  Oerman  and  American 
lines  near  Chateau  Thierry.  The  Ger- 
man machines  were  higher  than  the 
Americans,  but  the  latter  manoeuvred 
their  airplanes  admirably  in  the  figtat. 
Suddenly  one  of  the  enemy  airplanes 
dived  toward  the  earth  and  went  spin- 
ning downward,  being  chased  down  by 
two  of  the  Americans.

Ho  put  to  rost  any  boltof  that 
thOf«  irAro  any  tanflblo  obotaeloB  in 
the  iray  of  a  eoRtinoaneo  of  tho  In* 
duatry,  and  made  It  clear  that,  as  Car 
as  the  Imperial  anthorltiea  are  con* 
earned,  they  are  fivtnK  the  local  ship- 
yards every  opportunity  to  dOt  kU  tho 
business  that  is  offered. 

"It  is  qalte  posslblo."  ho  said, 
"that  the  Freaoh  OoveramOat  may 
Anally  decide  to  launoh  upon  a  shtp- 
oonstruetlon  procrammo  In  this  Prov- 
inoe.  We  have  been  nototlatlns  with 
the  Proneh  authorities  for  months, 
and  it  seemo  probable  that,  unless 
they  oomo  to  the  conoiaslon  to  keop 
out  of  the  ship  market  entirely,  they 
will  place  contraots  here,  flir  Jooeph 
Flavella.  chairman  of  the  board,  re- 
cently made  a  special  trip  to  Wash- 
ington to  take  up  the  matter  with  the 
Freooh  Embassy.  The  results  of  that 
conference  are  not  yet  known,  but  tha 
outlook  is  hopeful.  British  ColumbU 
has  certainly  proved  that  she  has  the 
materials  an<^  faoilities  to  build  the 
Ships.  If  thd  ordaro  are  not  forth- 
cominf  it  cannot  boIKe  fault  ofTlSli 
Province." 

Mr.  Butchart  sUted  that  Mr.  J.  H. 
Price,  president  of  the  Camoron- 
Oenoa  Mills  Shipbuilders.  Ltd..  '  ha« 
been  netotlatUiK  for  lUBan  eontracU, 
but  that  they  had  evidently  (ailed  to 
materialise.  Norway  had  been  in  the 
marke«  some  months  a«o,  but  its  de- 
mands were  apparently  satisfied  at 
present.  The  plans  of  the  British 
Government  were  not  known,  but  un- 
less the  Imperial  Munitions  Beard 
was  able  to  renew  tha  buildhis  pro- 
fraihme,  the  British  Columbia  wood- 
on  yards,  he  said,  would  probably  be 
all  vacated  by  the  end  of  the  present 
month.

VANCOUVER,  July  6.— Unleaa  def- 
inite roBUlts  are  obuined  within  thtt 
next  week  or  two,  members  of  the 
Canadian  Merchant  Service  Ouild 
have  decided  to  tender  their  resigna- 
tions to  steamship  companldB,  which 
have  refused  to  recotnize  the  (uild, 
and  walk  ashore,  and  the  result  will 
Ibe  that  tke  stoamers  of  the  C.P.R., 
the  O.T.B.,  the  Union  0B.  Company 
and  the  B.  C.  Towboat  owners*  Asso- 
ciation will  be  arlthout  masters  and 
oflloors.  The  seventeen  companies 
whieh  have  met  the  cuiid  executive 
aad  sicned  up  an  agreement  will  not 
be  affected. 

This  action  was  decided  on  last 
nlfht  when  a  reply  from  Minister  of 
LAbor  Crothers  was  read,  in  which  he 
stated  that  there  was  no  precedent  for 
masters  and  mates  applyinc  for  a 
conciliation  board  under  the  Indus- 
trial Disputes  Act.  He  susrested  that 
tho  ofincers  should  ask  for  a  commis- 
sioner to  inveaticate. 

Win  Not  Brook  Delay 

As  negotiations  have  been  in  pro- 
gress since  April  19,  members  of  the 
guild  do  not  feel  Inclined  to  brook 
further  delay,  and  a  telegram  has  been 
sent  to  Senator  Oidoon  Robertson, 
asking  him  to  call  the  Oovernment's 
attention  to  the  situation  on  this  Coast 
and  stating  that  unless  deOntte  re- 
sults are  obtained  the  ofBoera  of  the 
coasting  fleets  will  be  inclined  to  give 
up  their  positions.  Such  action,  mem- 
4>crs  of  the  guild  say,  would  mean  the 
absolute  tying  up  of  steamship  serv- 
ice on  this  Coast,  aa  the  guild  has  a 
menkbersblp  of  400,  practically  every 
master  and  mate  sailing  out  of  a 
British  Coium'bia  port  belonging  to  the 
association. 

The  trouble  arose  when  the  C.P.R, 
O.T.P.,  Union  SS.  Company  and  «B.  C. 
Towboat  ownera  refused  to  recognlso 
the  guild.  Thaae  companies  stated  la 
oorrespondance  that  they  wera  qalto 
prepared  to  deal  with  their  employees 
aa  individuals,  but  were  not  prepared 
to  negotiate  through  the  guUd.  A  bal- 
lot of  mombera  was  therefore  taken 
aad  Pt  per  coat  votad  in  Cavor  of  all 
■egettatloas  being  carried  ita  through 
the  guild.

LAUNCHINGS  EXCEEDED 
ALL  EXPECTATIONS 


Ninety-Five  Vessels  Were 
Ready  pn  July  4— Total  Ton- 
nage Amounted  to  474,464 
—Some  Ships  Delayed, 


WASI)lNiartX>N.  July  6.— American 
Bhlfd>uiidBrs  went  beyond  their  objee* 
tives  in  the  Independence  Day  drive 
for  n«w  tonnage.  The  shipping  bosrd 
announced  today  that  the  workmen 
started  out  with  tho  expootatloa  of 
launching  489,180  deadweight  tons,  but 
later  reports  to  tha  board  toda>' 
showed  that  474,404  tons  had  been  got 
ready. 

The  actual  number  of  ships  launch- 
ed was  82.  The  launching  of  11 
others  was  held  up  by  a  freshet  la 
the  Columbia  River,  while  two  more 
stuck  on  the  ways.  They  are  expect- 
ed to  be  released  without  great  delay. 

As  a  result  of  the  Independence  Day 
launchlngs.  July  and  August  deliver- 
ies are  eapocted  to  show  tremendouB 
increases  as  compared  with  preceding 
months.  Machinery  is  beginning  to 
come  through  fur  the  woouen  nolia, 
many  of  which  have  t>een  delayed 
after  launching  by  the  lack  of  en- 
gines. 

REVIEW  OF  TRADE 


NEW  YORK,  July  Kir— Dlspatoheo 
to  Dun's  Review  from  branch  offices 
of  R.  O.  Dun  *  Co.  In  leading 
trade  centres  of  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada report  that  while  somewhat  more 
favorable  weather  has  stimulated  dis- 
tribution of  merchandise  in  some  sec- 
tions, the  movement  of  seasonable 
merchandise  is  hardly  equal  to  expec- 
tations. At  the  same  time,  however, 
there  is  a  steady  demand  for  staples, 
and  the  substantial  volunie  of  orders 
being  received  by  wholesalers  from 
practically  all  districts  Indicates  that 
there  has  been  no  Impairment  of  con- 
fidence In  tho  future,  and  the  reports 
of  crop  deterioration  being  made  by 
some  points  are  -having  no  material 
effect  on  the  situation  as  a  whole. 
Collections,  as  a  rule,  are  prompt  and 
the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  the 
outlook  for  a  heavy  fall  trade  contin- 
ues decidedly  encouraging. 

Montreal  r,eporta  that  warmer 
weather  has  benefited  retail  trade  and 
that  demand  for  staples  is  well  main- 
tained. Wholesale  orders  continue  to 
be  placed  in  satisfactory  volume,  and 
though  the  scarcity  of  many  kinds  of 
merchandtlse  is  still  an  adverse  fea- 
ture, there  Is  no  general  disposition  to 
complain  regarding  conditions. 

Trade  in  both  the  wholesale  and 
retail  trade  Is  about  normal  for  this 
period  at  Quebec,  and  collections  are 
fair. 

Some  Improvement  in  the  move- 
ment of  eeasonable  lines  is  reported 
by  Toronto,  although  the  weather  is 
not  yet  entirely  favorable  tor  the  best 
resalta  and  the  effaot  of  the  recent 
unusually  cold  spell  is  still  being  felt. 
At  the  same  time,  wholesale  orders 
are  coming  in  freely  from  tho  coun- 
try where  conditions  appear  to  be 
very  favorable,  and  with  good  crops 
and  the  steady  employment  of  labor 
apparently  assured,  future  prospecta 
are  thought  to  be  bright. 

Lack  of  moisture  Is  tho  causa  of 
some  uneasiness  In  some  porta  of  the 
Far  West  and  Northwest,  but  it  Is  not 
thought  that  any  matartal  damage 
has  occurred,  and.  as  a  whole,  tho 
outlook  is  regarded  with  confldenoe. 

At  Winnipeg  wholesale  trade  Is  sat- 
isfactory In  volume,  otaploo  being  In 
steady  demand,  espeetally  drygoods. 
footwsar.  furnishings,  hardware  and 
farm  supplies,  while  retail  sales  are 
about  normal  for  the  period  and  col- 
lections are  prompt. 

Saskatoon,  Regina  and  Moose  Jaw 
report  somewhat  quieter  conditions, 
both  in  wholeeale  and  retail  lines, 
partly  because  reporta  of  dry  weather 
in  some  districts  create  a  tendency 
among  buyers  to  hold  off  until  crop 
resulta  become  definitely  known,  but. 
as  a  whole,  the  volume  of  business 
compares  favorably  with  that  of  this 
period  in  former  years,  and  some 
falling  off  in  activity  le  regarded  as 
natural  during  the  summer  months. 

AlKlndustrieo  at  Vancouver  are 
operatKtgto  capacity,  and  tho  dlatrl- 
bation  ofiBasonable  merchaadlao  Is 
fully  up  to  normal,  or  bettar. 

Oroos  earnings  of  all  Canadtan  rail- 
ways reporting  eo  far  for  June  show 
a  decrease  of  1.9  per  cent  as  com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  period  a 
year  ago.
